Now Being Organized by Western 


Free Silver Men. 


SECRET MEETINGS HELD IH ST. LOUIS. 


The Leaders, Looking About for « Man 


for Presidential Candidate, Casting 


Longing Glances Toward "Silver 


Dick" Biand, of Missouri, 


ST. Louis, Nov. 29.—There Is no 


doubt that secret plans are now being1 
formulated by the free silver men of 
the west to organize a new political 
party, and the most active men engaged 
in the work at present are the leaders 
of the bimetallic league, assisted by a 
number of outsiders who are leading 
free silver advocates 


The executive committee of the Bi- 


metallic league held several meetings 
in secret at the Southern hotel on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, but their 
work was conducted in a dark and 
mysterious way, and the general pub- 
lic was not allowed to obtain but a 
few small crumbs of information in- 
dorsed by the silver seal of authority 


However, men who were present at 


these conferences, and who are thor- 
oughly informed on every feature of 
the work, gave out the fact in a gen- 
eral way that a movement is on foot to 
organize a free silvei party. 


This party is expected to have a, 


rapid growth, and to airive at a full- 
fledged period of power and influence 
in an incredibly short time by absorb- 
ing free silverites, populists, disgrun- 
tled democrats, recalcitrant republic- 
ans and men who advocate all the 
unique isms known in finance, religion 
or politics 


Moreover, the enthusiasts who arc 


now keeping the fires burning under 
the political incubator that is to hatch 
this new party, are already looking 
around for a man who will furnish 
the infant with presidential swaddling 
clothes. And it is whispered that "Sil- 
ver Dick" Bland, who was recently de- 
feated for congress m the eighth Mis-

Stanard lead- 
ng the debate for the minority report, 
and Congressman Bryan being the' 
ieading speaker for the free silverites, 
the matter was put to a vote.

dold1 the congress was for free silver by 
a majority of 136, the vote standing 
213K for and 77% against.

The Free Silventes. 


The so-called American Bimetallic 


League, now in session in St. Louis, is a 
convention that will attract some atten- 
tion. It is a meeting of the advocates 
of the free coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1, and embraces such men as 
Bryan, of Nebraska; Warner, of Ohio; 
Sibley, of Pennsylvania, and Weaver, of 
Iowa. The object is to break up the 
Democratic party or force that party 
to adopt a free coinage platform and 
stick to it. One ef the delegates, in an- 
swer to an inquiry as to whether the 
new movement would not result in the 
organization of a fourth party said: 


"No; I don't believe that would be 


practicable; neither do I believe it will 
be necessary. 
When the Democratic 


party finds itself confronted with the 
loss 
of the Southern and Western 


States it will hasten to amend its posi- 
tion on financial questions. 
It will 


either indorse free silver or be swal 
lowed up in a new party with bimetal- 
ism for its platform." 


This reply voices the sentiment of the 


meeting and the result is likely to be 
one of the two predicted. This may 
fairly be said to be the result of the 
folly of the Democratic leaders. These 
leaders are responsible for the silver 
coinage sentiment in the country to-day, 
and it is likely the Democratic party 
will itself suffer for its own sins. Only 
a few days since, Secretary Carlisle ex 
pressed his views on free coinage of 
silver by saying that he was never m 
favor of it, and that it would be disas- 
terous to the business interests of the 
country; and yet he, as a Democratic 
party leader, has repeatedly, as a mem- 
ber of congress, voted and spokeij in 
favor of free coinage. Like his col 
league she was playing the demagogue by 
his acts, the object being to raise false 
issues m the hope it might help the 
Democrats into power and now that 
they are in he repudiates his action in 
congress and confesses his own dishon- 
esty as a leader. The same class of 
leaders adopted a silver plank in the 
last Democratic national convention, 
which 
was 
intended 
to 
mean 


free coinage m one section and honest 
bimetahsm in another. The object was 
deception. The same leaders encouraged 
the organization of the Populist party in 
the hope it would break the power of 
the Republican party in the west. Those 
leaders have created and nursed those 
heresies, and now the day of reckoning 
has come, as it always does to the dis- 
honest What next? The meeting in 
St. Louie proposes to turn the next leaf, 
which, they say, means the destruction 
of the Democratic party, or force it to 
swallow its own heresy. The Democratic 
leaders have in the past seriously com- 
promised the honest element in the 
party. 
It DOW remains to be seen 


whether they, will attempt it again. 


Should the party refuse to adopt free 


coinage of silver, at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
then we may expect the silver cranks in 
the party to leave it and be swallowed 
up in a new party. 
On the other 


hand, 
should 
the 
Democratic 


leaders conclude to swallow free silver, 
these men in the party who are honest 
and patriotic, and who favor a sound 
currency, will be forced to do one of two 
things-flither stultify themselves, or 
leave the party which seems unable to 
prosper gave by threatening to destroy 
prosperity. It is safe to predict they 


will refuse longer to identify themselves 
with the party of errors and will ally 
themselves with the Republican party. 
In that case the free-silverites of the 
country will be powerless to do any- 
thing, and thefcountry will be safe from 
their crank notions.

The reopening ol 
the question at thin point appears 
to be what Great Britain desires. It is 
held by the United States that the new 
government established by Nicaragua 
mt Bluellelds is admittedly a vast im- 
provement upon the irresponsible rule 
of an iffnorant half-breed, and that 
Great liritain, in common with the 
United States and other countries, in 
the interest of commerce should now 
be willing to hold an organized gov- 
ernment to account for the mainte- 
nance ot order and for the protection of 
foreign interests in that sparsely set- 
tled coi ntry. 


While to some extent the negotia- 


tions which England herself invited 
under pressure, looking to the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of Managua, in- 
volved 1-he threshing over of much old 
straw, the indisputable fact remains 
that Great Itritain' has known and 
tacitly agreed to the new order of con- 
trol which has existed at Bluefields for 
beveral months: that Great Britain has 
been fully aware of the approval ex- 
tended by the United States to the 
Nicarafuan assumption of responsi- 
bility for the preservation of law and 
order there, and that Great Britain 
has refrained until goaded by thf> ex- 
pulsion of ex-Consul Hatch, from re- 
habilitating the claims of an ancient 
tribe of Indians whose present mem- 
bers consist of Jamaica negroes,, half- 
breeds and law-resisting whites of vari- 
ous nationalities. 


Under these 
circumstances, 
the 


United States could hardly do other- 
wise than resist an attempt to return 
to the old order of things. For forty 
years not the slightest progress had 
resulted from the continuous and ex- 
asperaling negotiations growing out 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty with its 
voluminous correspondence, until Ni- 
caragua secured complete and final 
control over the Mosquito territory last 
August. 


The valuable time consumed by the 


great statesmen of this country and 
Great Britain in the exchange of ideas 
resulted in affecting the convictions of 
neither in the slightest degree, and 
with the recollection of this hopeless 
discussion of a question forced upon 
the present administration it is re- 
garded as certain that the United 
States will not be induced to again 
throw open to profitless discussion the 
principles of the 
Monroe doctrine, 


•which are now held to be firmly estab- 
lished beyond any possible friendly 
contention by a foreign power. 


Notwithstanding the natural desire 


of naval authorities to disclaim any 
menace to a friendly country, in the an- 
nounc< d intention to maintain unusu- 
ally la "ge fleets on both coasts of Cen- 
tral America this winter, it is not de- 
nied that the ships are held in readi- 
ness to proceed under telegraphic or 
ders, nor is it .regarded as most itn 
probable that the fleets, while cruising 
near Nicaragua, Panama or Venezuela, 
will e\ en passively encourage any dis- 
respec for the American flag in those 
watcrf.

A Bmtch ot W»r New* From Toklo. 


LOHDON, Nov. 29.—The Tokio corre-

LONDOS, Nov. 30.—The admiralty 


and board of trade committee, which 
tor some time past has been consider- 
ing the subject of the destruction of .' j- 
relict vessels, has made its rept ,-t. 
The committee does not advise the op- 
tion by the government of any scheme 
for the destruction of abandoned ves- 
sels or the holding of an international 
conference on the subject.

lication of such reports. 


The report further says that the 


danger of disasters resulting 
from 


collisions with derelicts is probably 
greatly exaggerated, as the number 
afloat at one time in the entire north 
Atlantic has not exceeded nineteen. 
The publication of the information in 
regard to derelict vessels in the charts 
issued by the United States would, the 
committee states, be impracticable, 
and its use would be likely to mislead 
mariners and needlessly alarm them. 
THE JAMES LICK MONUMENT 


Unveiled tat San Francisco Y«8t«rday Morn- 


ing With Appropriate Ceremonies. 


SAN FRASCISCO, Nov. 80.—The James 


Lick monument was unveiled yester- 
day morning in the City Hall square 
with appropriate exercises. The cost 
of the monument, which is one of the 
finest both as regards design and work- 
manship in the United States, has been 
9100,000. The main material is gran- 
ite, which serves to support massive 
bronze figures of heroic proportions 
and also bronze panels, all of which 
are, h storieal in their design and to- 
gether illustrate the growth of Cali- 
fornia from her early history to the 
present day. The oration was deliv- 
ered by Wm. B. Farwell, orator of the 
Society of California Pioneers. George 
Schoenwald, president of the Lick 
trust, 'formally presented the monu- 
ment to the city authorities, and Mayor 
Ellert made the address of acceptance. 


FATAL~COLL!SION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.-The actual

interest at 5 per cent, per annum. It 
was proposed to pay to the incorpo- 
rators of the Maritime company, of 
which Warner Miller, of New York, Is 
president, 83,500,000of stock in the new 
sompany for the charter obtained by 
them from Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
and also to reimburse them in stock 
for the sums expended by them in the 
preliminary work of building 
the 


canal. The governments of Nicaragua 
and Costa Eica were also to receive in 
stock the amount guaranteed by the 
Maritime company, while the remain 
der would be held by the United States 
government. 


The management of the canal was 


vested in a board of eleven directors, 
eight representing the United States 
and the other three the governments 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica and the 
Maritime Canal Co., respectively. 


The bill was prepared by a subcom- 


mittee of the house committee, and a 
strong report in favor of it was made 
by them to the full committee. 


The sentiment of the house was fa- 


vorable to the measure; but Speaker 
Crisp objected to it, and the measure 
was not called up. It is understood 
that strong pressure will be broughl 
upon him to make it a special orderbe- 
tween now and the holiday recess, or 
at all events to set aside several days 
for the consideration of business from 
the commerce committee, which wil! 
enable its chairman, Mr. Wise, of Vir 
ginia, to call the measure up, 


Representative Bellamy Storer, of 


Ohio, who has been a champion of the 
bill, said this morning that the repub 
licans were generally favorable to th 
proposition, and that in the next house 
if not in this, the bill would pass be- 
yond preadventure.
